The rails will be 
laid as fast as the ties ars turned out 
by the mill and put in place, Thomas 
Holt is Superintendent and is rushing 
the work of construction. The Com- 
pany is not only a railroed but a lum- 
ber manufacturing corporation, and 
will really run the line of rail as sub- 
sidiary to its wood enterprises. Ik it 
were not for the immense tract of tim- 
ber to be opened up by the road and 
conveyed to market, the railroad line 
would not be built. When the timber 
is used up it is hardly probable that it 
will pay to run the road, By that 
time, however, it is likely that its 
stockholders will have reached a rich 
reward and will have their capital re- 
turned to them with interest, if they 
faint not, and at present no symptoms 
of swooning are apparent. 

ASN AND COLORADO. 

Another side track is being put in 
at Hawthorne, where stage and freight 
connections are made for Aurora and 
Bodie. A small round house is also 
being built there, and a blacksmith 
and car repairers shop. All is run- 
ning smoothly on the road, and con- 
siderable freight is being carried. 
Passenger travel continues light. The 
company charges nine cents a mile 
for passengers, which is erowding the 
limit closely. The fast freight stage 
lines between Bodie and Carson have 
lately reduced their rates of fare and 
are getting a good deal of trade. 


CANDELARIA., 


Southern Esmeralda is looking up 
What with a railroad soon., to connect 
Belleville, Candelaria and the rich 
Gold Mountain district with the out- 
side world, and with the prospect that 
an abundant water supply will soon 
aid in the development of Candelaria’s 
remarkublo ore belt, it would seem 
that the next mining excitement, based 
on merit, will arise in Candelaria and 
vicinity: The great drawback to 
that section has been its Sahara-like 
dryness. With water in Candelaria 
scarce and bad, at from two and one- 
half to five cents a gallon, the only 
wonder is that so much in developing 
its mineral resources has been done. 
To meet a pressing necessity an East- 
ern company are now laying a system 
of iron pipe, and propose to give Can- 
delaria a daily water supply of half a 
million gallons, if required, within a 
few weeks.
